Remove doubts respecting the powers of the Local 
Government Board for Ireland for determining the 
Area on which certain Expenses are to be chargeable. 

B e it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1, — (1.) The Local Government Board for Ireland may, with the 

consent of the oounoil of any rural district, alter any area of charge 
theretofore determined by Order of that Board as the area on 
which there should he chargeable any special expenses leviable off 
a contributory place in that district, either under the Public Health 
10 (Ireland) Acts. 1878 to 1896, or under any enactment directing 
expenses to be levied as expenses under those Acts. 

(2.) The said Board may, with such consent as aforesaid, deter- 
mine that the whole rural district shall be the area on which any 
such expenses, whether incurred before or after the passing of this 
15 Act, shall bo chargeable. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 
1900, and may be cited with the Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 
1878 to 1806. 
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
